Binckley Gets Bruised.
Taxre ia something so nearly approaching
the sublime In the impudence of this man
Binokley, his sudacity is so unparalleled, his
assumptions o unblushing, that, in common
with the world at large, we must lament the
porry plights Into which he was thrown yes-
terday. So long as Binckley held a position

in the secondary Cabinet of Andrew Johnson, |

his aohievements were of the highest order.
Indeed, they savored of the heroio in a fiald
wherein heroism is seldom displayed. It re-
quires no small amount of personal courage
to defy the judicial dogmas of the agea.
Binokley did this thing, however, and
great was his reward. The world heard
of his achievements, and the world wasa
amazed thereat. DBat Stanbery, in exosas
of meal for his presidential client, resigned
his portfolio, and, as we predicted at the
time, did not succeed in regaining it. This
was bad for Btanbary, but it was worse for
Binckley. Like the disoonsolate Moor, he
found “his ooccupation gone.'

Then came

Andrew Johnson to the rescne, and Binckley

was thrust into a small niche which had
hitherto been overlooked. Onve more on his
legs, Binokley began to expaud, and soon his
proportions became so portly that he jour-
neyed to the metropolis, where he hoped to
find abundant room for spreading himself
Binckley was mnot deceived. In that great
whirlpool of energy and frand he found
full scope for the healthy davelopment of his
two leading traits of character, Ha snoccseded
in again effeoting an entrance into the newa-

tentive, and the vulgar-minded are gensrally
stupld. The Intelligent ohild of any rank is
stimulated by the competition, and ambitions
to avail himself of the advantages and honors
go freely open to industry and merit.

Whers parents are able to choose between
the two systems, and where they are nnable
or nnwilling to undertake the instruotion of
young children at home, perhapa the new
sohemes of tunition by ‘‘objects,’” and the
varled methods borrowed from the German
under the name Kindergarten, may be prefer-
able. But even this exception we would
trace, not to any fanlt inherent in the publio
system as much as to its being as yet too re-
stricted in its operations. The teachers are
too few in number, and the pupils are there-
fore neceesarily ineffectnally olassifled.

Many experienced teachers urge that ome
person is inoapable of paying sufficlent atten-
tion to the individual requirements and idfo.
synoracies of each member of & class exceed-
iog twelve or fifteen in mumber. If this be
correct, or even if it approximates to the
truth, what can be expeoted from the opera-
tions even of the most thorongh system, when
each tencher is compelled to superintend
thirty, forty, and sometimes even sixty pupils

In thus nrging the advantages of the public
gohool system, and striving to combat the pre-
ndice against it existing in the minds of
many parents anxious to perform their daty,
we would not be understood as opposing the
private echools as they now exiat. DBut we
would like to see the question fairly tested:
and the ohildren of the community mar
shalled into the ranks of the public institu-
tions, under even a larger number of instrac-
tors than are now included under the systemas.

No matter how excellent the free schools
may become, or how much money may be
spent on them, there will be always ample
room in a prosperous country like ours for the
employment of all persons fitted to be im-
structora. Methods of tuition adapted to se-
curing success in special avocations will

| always be required by a people so eminently

Public and FPrivate Schools,

Tur opening of the scholastio year brings as
ususl the numerous announcements of the
various private institutions that abound in our
city. Attention to education is ome of the
gurest proofs of present prosperity and fatur®
progress, and we gladly welcome the multipli-
cation of all species of schools, academies, etc.
a8 a sigon of national welfare.

There is & prejudice in the minds of many
parents against the public sohools, arising
from & fear of the assoclations necessary to
guch & mixed assemblage. This, we think,
I8 a mistake, The very equality among the
gtudents, paradoxical as it may seem, operates
as a pafeguard against enforced familiarity:
The pupils instantly and inevitably lose all the
distinotions of social rank and are merged into
the mass of students. The very number and
variety thus thrown together is a defense to
the individual. There i3 none of that neces-
gity for intercomrse existing in the selagg
sohool, where the fact that the parent is able
to meet ‘‘the terms’’ assures the respeoctability
of the pupil, and compels a social equality
entirely | ndependent of intellectual merit,
while the teacher, anxiounsly dependent for
subsistence upon the attendance of the child,
is glao unduoly influenced to endure the vul.
garity or overlook the stupidity which wounld
speedily find it true level in the free sohool
Parents wisely considerate of the manners, as
well a8 the minde of their children, fear that
they will become rude and bolsterous in the
play-ground of the public school, forgetting
that their daughter, who is taught deportment
by the lady principal of the seleot “‘Academy,”
may be thrown into hourly intercourse with
Miss Shoddy, who has inherited ‘‘slang’ from
her papa and vulgarity from her mamma,

In the public school association is limited to
the hours spent within the walls of the build-
ing, and only a special and strong personal
inclination is apt to single out a companion

from the throng. The wholesome, busy, prac- |

tical atmosphers that pervades every action is
in itself an obstacle to the formation of those
lackadaisioal “bosom friendships” that are
often as injurious as they are ailly.
Intellectual equality is the only rule of asso-
olation, and no better defenge against contami-
uation can be devised, at legst in the more
edvanced classes. However it may be in
“olildren of a larger growih,” vigious boys
and girls are uzuslly mentally tdles snd fuw-

practioal.  Polytechnic schools, commercial
colleges, farm schools, and an infivite variety
of institutions for direct instruction in the
protessions, sciences, arts, and mechanios will
become more mecessary and popular avery
year. But as a basis for all this, we should
devote most serious atlention to the comple-
tion and perfection of our present publio

gchool system, as the ground from which all |

higher and more special instroction must
arise, The High Schools for both sexes in
this city have already achieved a great suc-
cess, and are fairly entitled to rank as ool-
leges. They furnish an education amply saf-
ficient to the requirements of any citizen not
intending to pursue any special science or art
to its nltimate issue of professional excellence
and even in that case provide a very complete
preliminary course of instraction fitted for any
later superstructure.

Subdivision of labor leads inevitably to in-
oreased exoellence in every department of
industry, and an additional number of iu-
structors would have the further advantage
of restricting each professor to a speciality.
Both public and privato schools suffer from
the necessity that compels one individual to
gupervise a great diversity of stndies. It
caunot be presumed that the adept in mathe-
matics is therefore fitted to teach elocution, or
that a linguist must be a superior penman;
yet as schools are now arranged teachers are
often required to teach & variety of branches,
often including thoge in which they are unin-
terested, or even naturally deficient.

A teacher of even ordinary ocapacity, re-
siricted to that bramch for which he is best
fitted, must achieve greater eminence than
when his attention ia distracted to a variety of
subjects, and the increased number of instrue-
tors would ensure not only better and faller
attention to the psculiar reqnirements of each
goholar, but improve the guality and method
of inmgtruotion.

‘When General John A. Dix gave ulterance to
these famouns words, he struck ths key-note
of the struggle for the Union. When the war
had been brought to a cloge, he arrayed himsslf
on the side of the Johnsonists, aud acted as
temporary chairman of the Wigwam Conven-
tion which was held in this city in August,
1866. Dot now he speaks again, and his voloe
is a8 earnest and stirring as it was when, in
1861, he spoke the words which are destined
to live in history. Yesterday we referred to a
letter recently received from him in Washing-
ton, in which he ungualifiedly endorsed the
ticket and plaiform of the Republican party.
To-day we are enabled to substantiate this in
a very satisfaclory manner. The Parls corre-
spondent of the New York Herald, whose let-
ter we give in fall elsswhere, announces that
General Dix is nnreserved in the expression of
his views on the political situation at home;
that he regards “'the election of Mr, Beymour
at this juncture as a great calamity, and that
the only hope for the peace and tranguillity of
the country during the next four yearais in
the firmpess, good sense, and patriotism o!
General Grant.”” The ssme ocorrespondent
also states that be has good reason to believe
that Minister Reverdy Johngon holds the game
opinion as General Dix. Where 18 McCracksn ¢
He is wanted at both Paris and London.

HoraTio Beymovr was sorely grieved to ac-
cépt the Tammany nomination, bscause it de-
barred him from participating in the Presi-
dential canvass., Indeed, his apxisty to ad-
dress his ‘“‘friends’’ on the pending issues is
80 great, that he cannot, even for the sake of
common decency, abstain, In 1852, General
Boott, whose head was completely turned by
the prospects of Presidential honors, made two
or three silly speeches to the publio, and
damsged his cauge immensely, BStlephen A
Douglas was fuflioted with the same infirmity
in 1560, Having at last secured a nomination

Democratic Colonization.
From some special and wall
ted facts which have coms to us, we caunot
aveid the conviclion that sttempts are being

made by the Demooraoy to colonize the oity |

of Philadelphia on a scale which will throw all |
amount bearing seveu per cent, Intere<t, clear of

the coffee naturalization papers into the
shade. In all the doubtful Wards deoided
and systematio steps are being taken. At-
tempts are made to rent houses for the de-
olared purpose of locating boarders with tha
landlord, who is, of course, in the interest of
these rogues. The impunity with which all
such attempts, when detected, have heretofore
gone unpunished makes them bold in their
efforts to defeat the will of the people. There
are two things requisite at the present time
which will aid in defeating these frands. The
first is for the block committees of the Repub-
licin party (which should by this time have
been in active existence in every precinot in
our city) to carefully learn the names of all
the bona fide residents, and note them down.
Now is the time for this work, As the ten days
for election approach the colonizers will begin
to enter, 2o that it will be diffionlt to distin-
guish them from the real residents; but at
thirty days before there need be no confusion.
By this means every one who comes into the
city between new and the election day oan be
watched, challenged, and detected in his un-
lawful attempta. .

The second step is to let it be distinctly
known that every rascal found attempting to
thus cheat the law, will bs most strictly dealt
with. Becaunse justice has been lax in times
past, i3 no reason why she shonld be 8o in the
fature, and from the character of the gentls-
men who will hold the power, wa feel con-
fident that the defeat of law will receive the
geverest punishment. If a few only be ar-
rested, and sent below, the others will take

flight, and not dare to run the risk. We hope
the Exeoutive Committes will give the matter
their most sarnest attention.

AxorneR Gox.—New Mexico held her terri-
torial election on Tuesday, and did nobly. The
response which she made to the volee of Ver-
mont i8 of the most cheering and satisfactory
tenor. Last year, Charles P. Clever was
elected delegate to Congress over Chavez, the
Republican candidate, by a majority of 97.
In 1865, the Republicans had a majority of
2351, while in 1503 the Democrats oarried
the Territory by a majority of 1104,
Now, New Mexico repudiates in toto her
‘reaction,”’ and elects a territorial Legis-
lature two-thirds of the members of which
are out-and-out radicals. New Mexico
being still in leading strings has no voice in
the Presidential contest, but the result of her
appeal to the people shows Low thoroughly
they are in accordance with the apirit of the
great Republican party. By-and-by another
worthy member will be added to the sister-

hood of States. She will prove, in both honses
of Congress aund in the Electoral College, a
fitting oflset to rampant little Dalaware,

Wuar 11 Means 70 FARMERS,—The Demo-
cratic party declares, in 8o many words, that
it is in favor of “‘equal taxation on all species
of property.” This is comprehensive, and
means exaotly what it says. Then, among the
various ‘“‘species of property,” we flud not
only bonds of the United States, stocks of rich
corporations, and many other active forms of
onpital, but also land, The Demooraocy favor
an equal taxation of land, of farms, of farm
produce, with that on stocks and eommissions.
The result will be disastrous to all our ceun-
try industries. To levy a tax of five per cent.
on investments in farm lands, as it is on other
‘“gpecius of property,” means injustice and
ruin to the farmers. Let them think of this
before they vote. It may be, aud prebably
will be, to them a matter of pecuniary inte-
rest. The Republican party favor the laying
of the burdens of taxation on the form of
capital which is most active in producing.

Are our farmers prepared to pay the same
taxes a8 our banks in proportion to the value
of their possessions !
